On Saturday night about 100 men of 
Ctroop of the First Life Guards cut their 
saddies, thus putting further parade out of 
the question until their equipment should be 
repaired or replaced. The officers baving 
been informed of the occurrence paraded the 
troops on Sunday and ordered the men con- 
fined to their barracks pending inquiry as to 
the responsibility for the mischief. Here 
they became uproarious, disturbing the whole 
neighborhood. They sang ‘‘Britons Never 
Shall Be Slaves,’’ popular music hall airs and 
the National anthem. The affair created 
much excitement in Windsorand crowds of 
‘v’ lagers surrounded the barracks listening 
tothe noise. Between 9 and 10 o’clock at 
night the whole squadron went into the Dar- 
racks yards, yelling at thetop oftheir voices. 
The uproar was continued until ‘‘lights out’’ 
were sounded, when order wds re;tored. It 
has since been ascertained that a great num- 
ber of the men have been placed under ar- 
rest. The squadron is confined in the bar- 
racks to-day. Itis reported that Capt. Raw- 
60n, who commands the squadron, is very 
unpopular with hismen. He is said to be 
largely responsible for the extra drills to 
which the men object and to prevent which 
they cut their saddles. 


A TOUCH OF NATURE. 


AR AND CZARINA TENDERLY CARE FOR TWO 
“WOUNDED SOLDIERS. 


* VIENNA, Sept. 26.—The Austrian papers to- 
day report an incident in connection with the 
Czar and OCzarina. Their conduct in visiting 
the cholera hospitals is yet fresh in the minds 
ofthe people. While returning to St. Peters- 
burg from Ivan-Gorod after witnessing the 
military maneuvers there, which included 
the storming of Fort Manovski, they hearda 
gun explode and upon inquiry learned that 
an accident had occurred by which two men 
seriously injured. The special 
train on which the Czarina and Czar 
were traveling had just started, 
but the Czar gave orders that it 
stopped. Their majesties 
alighted and at once returned to Fort Man- 
novski, where the accident had happened, 
and the Czar gave directions that the 
wounded men should be conveyed on his 
own train to Ivan-Gorod,. where there is an 
hospital. While arrangements were being 
made tocarry them to thetrain, the Czar- 
ina stood by the side of the most injured 
of the two men and supported his head until 
> cloak could be placed beneath it. Litters 
were hurriedly procured, the wounded men 
placea on them and soldiers carried them to 
the train. Upon arriving there the Czar gave 


the men and saw that his orders were car- 
ried out.

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CASUALTIES. 


FOUR MINERS KILLED BY FALLING DOWN A 
SHAFT. 

BESSEMER, Mich., Sept. 26.—Four men fell 
200 feet down a shaft in the Eureka mine in 
Bessemer Township yesterday and were 
Killed, They were Frank Bender, John 
Leorn, Julius McKaley and John Random. 
Twoof them were married and leave families. 
The four men, with two others employed in 
the mine, started to ride up in theskip. 
When 200 feet from the bottom the skip 
dumped, four of the occupants being hurled 
to the bottom of the shaft, where they were 
crushed to death, It was contrary to orders 
for the men to ride in the skip and the 
coroner’s jury therefore exonerated the com- 
pany from blame. 

FATAL BOAT COLLISION. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 26.—The steamer 
Rosedale, on her regular Sunday excursion 
trip, was in collision with the pleasure yacht / 
Una. The Rosedale left New York at 5 o’clock 

and was passing Fort Schuyler at 6:30 whena 
terrible crash caused the boat to shiver from 
stem tostern. The 400 passengers were panic 
stricken, and only the closing of the saloon 
doors prevented a number of them leaping 


overboard, Fireman Thomas McCarthy of 
the Rosedale was fatally injured, his fore- 
head being broken in and his body frightfully 
bruised. James Gregory of Bridgeport sus- 
tained serious injuries. Patrick Ellis, also of 
Bridge port, was badly bruised about the 
legs. The pilot put about to pick up the 
yacht, the occupants of which had taken to 
the steamboats. The passengers of the Rose- 
dale declared that the yacht showed no lights 
and was not seen despite her appearance of 
white sails, tillthe moment of the collision. 
An unknown man is supposed to have gone 
aboard and to have been drowned. 


WRECKED BY A GALE. 

TECUMSEH, Mich., Sept. 26.—A flerce gale of 
wind from the northwest, accompanied by 
rain, swept over this section of the State last 
evening, doing great damage to farm prop- 


erty, and causing loss of life. A summer cot- 
tage at Devil’s Lake, near here, was blown 
from its foundations and completely 
wrecked. Of its three occupants,Mrs. Henry 
Graham was almost instantly killed, and her 
husband and year-old babe seriously injured.

Bloody Incident in a Feud of Long 
Standing. 


MICHAEL FAUSTUTIO SHOT DEAD BY 
JOSEPH DEL MARTIO. 


The Murdered Man’s Widow Calls for Ven- 
geance Over Her Husband’s Corpse—A 
British Army Officer Murders:His Mis- 
tress and Commits Suicide—Beaten to 
Death—Crime News. 


JERSEY City, N. J., Sept. 26.—The feud, 
which rose two generations ago in Sicily 
bDetwéeepthe Del Martioand Faustutio fami- 
lies, has been carried on relentlessly evor 
since, When Michael Faustutio sailed for 
this country some time ago he took up quar- 
ters at 497 Fourth street, Jersey City, and it 
seemed that his life, at least, was spared the 
vendetta. It was notlong afterward, how- 
ever, that Joseph Delmartio also reached 
these shores and crossed Faustutio’s path. 
For some monthsthe men were drawn to- 
gether by common memory, but the friend- 
ship ceased in a short time, owing toa quar- 
rel two weeks ago. Last night as Del 
Martio came out of his house he 
met Faustutio and i several of his 
friends on the sidewalk: Faustutio addressed 
an insulting remark to him in Italian, when 
Del Martio drew a revolver and shot him 
through the heart, killing him instantly. The 
murderer fled while an excited -crowd gath- 
ered around the fallen victim. His young 
widow, attracted to the scene by the commo- 
tion, grew hysterical when she saw her hus- 
band dead before her, and shrieked and 
called down imprecations uponthe head of 
the murderer while she knelt over the corpse. 
Del Martio, the murderer, had inthe mean- 
time been apprehended and handed over to 
the police. At the station he denied having 
a revolver, but the officer who searched him 
found a 38 caliber weapon in his pocket. One 
chamber wasempty. The dead man was 25 
years olf and had been married but six 
months, 


CRIME NEWS. 


MURDER AND ATTEMPTED SUICIDE BY A BRITISH 
ARMY OFFICER. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—Considerable of a sensa- 
tion has been caused here by the mysterious 
death of an ex-actress known as Ruby kKus- 
sell, a beautiful girl, who has appeared at 
the Lyric and Drury Lane Theaters. Her 
real name was Marianne Sharpe. For some 
time past she has not been seen on the stage, 
and it was an open secret that she was living 
with Woodburn Heron,an army surgeon, Dr. 
Heron wagordered to Gambia and when he 


went he took the girl with him. They re- 
turned to London on Sept. 3. On Tuesday 
last Miss Sharpe was suddenly taken sick 
when she was alone witn Dr. Heron. A phy- 
sicilan was summoned, but he could do rnoth- 
ing for her. A short time after she was 
taken sick she became unconscious and re- 
mained so until she died. There was abso- 
lutely nothing to show the cause of death. 

Ap inquest was held on Saturday, at which 
Dr. Heron testified that he and Miss Sharpe 
had hada tiff Tuesday afternoon and that 
she had threatened to kill herself. He 
thought she might have taken poison. On Sat- 
urday Dr. Heron took aroom in a hotel on 
Craven street, Strand. Yesterday he did not 
appear and as the door of the room was 
locked a policeman was summoned to break it 
open. Inside the room Dr. Heron was found 
lying ina poolof blood with a terrible gash 
in histhroat. Evidence was also presented 
that he had taken a quantity of poison, suffi- 
cient to kill himself without the wound In his 
throat. At the coroner’s inquest On the body 
of the dead girl Dr. Heron stated that he was 
a widower, adding that his wife had died in 
Jamaica in 1891. He admitted that aninquest 
had been held upon the body of his wife. 

Biood marks in the room show that Dr. 
Heron first cut his throat while standing in 
front ofa mirror. Finding that the gash was 
not deep enouxh to cause death, he stretched 
himself on the floor. He previously arranged 
a vessel tocatch the blood and placeda pillow 
so as to elevate his head enough to let the 
blood fow intothe vessel. When these ar- 
rangements were completed and he had laid 
down, he again cut his throat, this time sev- 
ering his windpipe and jugular vein. He 
had scribbled with a pencil acrossa news- 
paper, evidently while dying, protesting his 
love for Miss Sharpe and ex)ressing the bope 
that he would soon meet her again. It was 
reported that he lefta paperin which he con- 
fessed that he murdered Miss Sharpe. It has 
transpired that after Dr. Heron arose yester- 
day he dispatched several messages, after 
which he returned to his room, He was mot 
seen again alive. 


LAWRENCE WAS MURDERED. 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Sept. 26.—Three years 
ago aman Damed William Lawrence was 
supposed to have committed suicide near 
Harrowers. A Coroner’s jury rendered a 
verdict accordingly. A woman with whom 
he was living and who was supposed to be 
his wife has within the past few days made 
affidavits to the effect that Lawrence was 
murdered by Byron O. Chase, now servinga 
term in the Albany Penitentiary. It is 
thought Ohase shot Lawrence during a quar- 
rel. Lawrence’s body was found at the side 
ofthe road with a bullet hole in the head, 
and near the body lay a revoiver. 


BATTLE WITH ROBBERS. 


Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 26.—The sheriff’s 


posse in pursuit ofthe Roslyn bank robbers | 


came upon four of them in a dense forrest in 
Leamway Basin, twenty miles east of Roslyn. 
A battle ensued, and one of the desperadoes 
was wounded. The others escaped in the 


darkness. The meeting was a surprise to 
both the pursued and pursuers. Three sad- 
died horses were found in the woods near the 
trail which the robbers followed on leaving 
Roslyn, Twoof them were positively identi- 
fied as those ridden by the robbers. ‘The 
sheriff’s posse was increased to 125 men, and 
it is believed the robbers will all be captured 
within twenty-four hours, 


ESCAPED THE MOB. 
CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 26.—When Arthur 
Wateon, the self-confessed murderer of his 
sweetheart, Amanda Cain, was expected to 


be brought into Covington this forenoon, 
there were 2,000 persons inand about the 
court-room. Many of them were from Inde- 
ndence, where the murder took place, 
he state of feeling Was such 
that the Judge declined = to order 
the prisoner brought out before such a 
dangerous crowd. He waited until noon 
when everybouy supposed the case was post- 
poned untilto-morrow and the court-room 
was cleared. Watson was then hastily 
brought in. He waived examination and was 
held without bail to await the action of the 
Grand-jury. He is entirely free from anxiety 
now that he has escaped fury of the mob.

Gen. James W. Husted Died at Peekskill 
Yesterday. 

PEEKSKILL, N. Y.,Sept. 26.—Gen. James W. 
Husted died last night at 7:30 after an illness 
of three months’ duration. Gathered at his 
bed side were Dr. Mason, Mrs. Husted and 
sons and his daughters;jMrs. Frederick Shedd 
and Miss Husted. Gen. Husted contracted 
his illness while en routeto the Republican 
Nationol Convention last June and was sent 
home inaspecialcar, since which time he 
has been battling between life and Geath. 

Gen. Husted was born at Bedford, West- 
chester County, N. Y., on Oct. 31, 1833. He 
graduated from Yale College in 1854, one of 
his schoolmates being Dr. Chauncey M. De- 
pew. He was admitted tothe bar in 1857. He 
has held many public offices and has had the 
longest legisiative service of any man in the 
history of the State, namely, eixhteen years, 


| He ulso had the distinction of having been 


Speaker of the House of the Legisiature more 
times than any other man, having been 
Speaker six times. For over thirty years Gen, 
Husted bad been in active political life. He 
becamea member of the Republican party 
In 1859, and attended its national conveu- 
tions as a delegate in 1876, 1880, 1884 and 1892. 
The deceased had alsotaken active interest 
in the National Guard of the State, being a 
member of the organization and serving as 
Judge Advocate of the Seventh Brigade and 
Major-General of the Fifth Division. He was 
also a distinguished member of the Masonic 
fraternity and once held the position of Grand 
Master of that body. He was also a thirty- 
third degree mason,

WANAMAKER’S OASH | 


Forced Levy Made.on the Postmaster- 
General’s Purse. 


PROMISE OF CAMERON’S SEAT PART OF 
THE CONSIDERATION. 


Chairman Carter Urging Tracy to Greater 
Activity—Chauncey M. Depew Left off 
the List of Speakers at the Republican 
Campaign Opening in New York-Po- 
litical Miscellany. 


New York, Sept. 26.—Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker and Secretary of the Navy 
Tracy were in the city Friday. Mr. Wan- 
amaker is here to meet his family, who are 
returning from Europe on the Augusta 
Victoria, The Postmaster-General, how- 
ever, will confer with the Republican Na- 
tional Committee before returning to Wash- 
ington. He called on Collector Hendricks 
and later in the day Chairman Carter called 
on him, 

Four years ago Mr. Wanamaker raised a 
fund of $400,000 for the Republican cause. 
His reward wasa place in the Pregident’s 
Cabinet. It has been an open 
secret that Mr. Wanemeaker would 
be retired on the 4th of March next, whether 
Mr. Harrison is re-elected or not, This has 
been thought tobe the explanation of Mr. 
Wanamaker’s indifference so far in the 
present campaign. So far as is known he has 
not contributed a cent, nor has he asked any 
of his friends to floso, Itis related in Re- 
publican circles, however, that the Post- 
master-General hasbeen persuaded tq take 
an active part in the campaign this year, 
which means that he will open his check- 
book and bring pressure on his friends to do 
thesame. Mr. Wanamaker has had an am- 
bition to goto the Senate and has had his 
eyes fixed longingly on Mr. Quay’s seat. The 
Administration has found it necessary to 
make a deal with Quay, according to good 
authority, which insures his re-election to 
the Senate, inthe event of Republican con- 
trol of the Pennsylvania Legislature, so Mr, 
Wanamaker’s hopesinthat direction have 
been blasted. 

Senator Cameron’s term will expire before 
the end of the next administration, Mr. 
Cameron has not been placated and he does 
not wantto be. It is understood that Mr, 
Wanamaker has been promised a good for- 
eign appointment and the cordial support of 
the administratiun for Mr, Cameron’s shoes 
lateron. Atany rate there are unmistak- 
able indications that Brother Wanamaker 
has started in toraise another ‘*educational’’ 
fund forthe g. o. p. Secretary Tracy is un- 
derstood to be here for the purpose of 
helping to straighten out the Republican 
muddle in Kings county. Secretary Tracy’s 
friends have been turned down in their 
efforts to control the local Republican 
machine in Brooklyn, and they have practi- 
cally refused to do anything toaid the Re- 
publican cause in consequence. Mr. Tracy, 
itissaid, has been requested by Chairman 
Carter to compel his friends to take hold 
and work, and alsoto consent to the removal 
of several objectionable office-holders who 
were appointed when the administration 
was trying to Knock out Mr, Platt.

Heretofore Mr. Depew has always 
participated in the formal opening of the Re- 
publican campaign in this State.

United States Minister Scruggs sent a for- 
maldemand to the Venezuelan capital for 
the return of the six refugees taken from 
‘Caracas some time ago and now in the hands 
of Gen. Urdanetta. He also demanded a 
salute to the American flag and the payment 
of personal damages tothe refugees. But 
there was noregular government to reply 
to these demands for reparation, as the 
capital is in a state of anarchy. Foreign mer- 
chants are imprisoned unless they give 
money to the army. Minister Scruggs has 
advised Americans not to pay anything for 
such a purpose.

THE LAST WORDS OF A PARROT. 


fhe Said *“‘Bye-bye, Lora,” and Died, and 
Her Funerel Was a Large One 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

There wasa strange scene in Noe Valley 
away out Castro street, on Thursday, an 
those who witnessed it will not soon tire 
talking of it. To most of those who took 
part in it the occasion was fraught with 
more of curlosity than of deeper interest, but 
but it was not so with all, Ina little front 
parlor at 141442 Castro street stands a big 
enpty bird cage. Rising from the top of the 
cage isa Staffon whichafiag hoisted half- 
mast high, tells the visitor that the one-time 
cecupantis dead. All around the little door- 
way where she fluttered inand out bits of 
bleck and white still further emphasize the 
fatai fact, and bouquets of flowers fitted into 
feeding and drinking cups and hanging from 
the swing perch where Polly used to swing 
are tokens of her memory. 

It was only a parrot, this recent dweller 
within those walls of wire, but seldom hasa 


any amanorwoman would be proud to 

think that such an elaborate funeral was in 
Less than two years 
ago this poor parrot was hatched out fn the 
wilderness of Panama. John Stranaghan, 
an honest sallor lad, came into possession of 
the bird on one his coastwise trips and 
brought It to his uncle’s home in Noe Valley. 
Justone year ago it was presented to Mr. 
Mrs. Augustus Tache, and in their 
little home on astro street 

bird really began to liye the 
life that has now s0 suddenly enda- 
ed. The parrot’s name was Loretta, but 
owing tu the “Iifficulty Magy s find in’ pro- 
pouncing the letter T she called herself 
**Lora;’’ and those who knew her and loved 
her learned to accept the pbhreviston: 
Lora ‘was the pet of the neighborhood, but 
she was the apple of Mrs. Tache’s eye. 
There were tears in both of Mrs. Tache’s 

eyes last evening as she related stories fllus- 
trating the genius and accomplishments of 
‘*poor Lora,’’ In appearance thte bird had 
been quite like another green rrot 
with gold trimmings. Her size was 
roughly but kindly stated by allt: 
Tache, who is a carpenter’ ‘She 
just fitted into a box 12 inches by 3,’’ said he. 
And there stood the box ona estal just in 
front of the empty '*cottage.’’It was ‘a ee

Yet init ‘*poor 
Lora’*® had been laid out. By the silken 
handles on either sidethe pall bearers had 
carried it to the yraveside, andthere in the 
darkened parlor it now stands with the other 
evidences of a woman’s strange devotion to 
the memory otf a dead bird. 

The lessons that Lora learned in her home 
on Castro street seem alltohave been good 
ones. She could notonly talk and whistle like 
other parrots, but as a singer she had an en- 
Viable recor), Her singing of the chorus of 
**Auld Lang Syne’’ is said to have made many 
of the residents of Noe Valley weep copiously, 
and Mrs. ‘ache herself was very much over- 
come last evening in endeavoring to give the 
reporter an idea of Lora’s rendition of‘‘Amid 
the Raging of Sea.’’ ‘‘She had a sweet and 
lovely voice,’’ said this fond mistress of a 
pretty pet, but Mr. Tache did not seem to 
agree with her. There was alsoa slight dlf- 
ference of opinion as to the cause of Lora’s 
demise. Both agreed that the parrot died of 
cholera morbus, but Mrs. Tache declared that 
the disease was due to Mr. Tache feeding the 
bird on watermelon, while the latter con- 
tended that @eath had been due to too fre- 
quent bathing at the hands of Mrs. Tache. 

Whatever the cause, poor Lora was taken 
ilion Voneay last. She was ‘‘off her feed,’’ 
as Mr. Tache putsit, all the afternoon, and 
when night came she could muster up no 
words from her voluminous vocabujary save 
**Poor Lora.’’ **Poor, poor Lora.’' Itshould 
be mentioned here that she never referred to 
herseif as polly, and never made the stereo- 
typed suggestion concerning the proverbial 
cracker. Justas Monday was turning into 
Tuesday, Mr. and Mrs. Tache, snugly stowed 
away inthe adjoining bedroom, heard a ter- 
rible scream. They knew atonce that Lora 
was on her lastlegs. Mrs. Tache promptly 
gotout of bedand wenttotherescue. She 
also dil whata mother would have done for 
a dying child. She took the bird to her 
bosom and sat with it on herown bed. Poor 
Lora lived but ashort hourlonger. After the 
one shrill scream therecame but these words: 
‘*Bye, bye! Lora, bye, bye!’’ They were the 
last words indeed. Written by the afflicted 
mistress these wordsare still pinned to the 
wires of the empty bird cage. The writer 
and her husband are as subdued in their 
grief as if a child had been taken away. 

The funeral took place at 4p. m. on Thurs- 
day. The neighbors turned out in goodly 
numbers. The house at 1414% Castro street 
was crowded, and there were more flowers 
than city officials huye sometimes been hon- 
ored with. But the most unique feature of 
the occasion was the hearse. Theson ofa 
neighboring groceryman offered the services 
of his yoat wagon, Certainly nothing could 
have been better suited to sucha service. The 
goat was a well-trained animal and did not 
runaway. Two little girls, Gay spencer and 
Maggie Delmore, carried the casket out of 
the house ani placed it in the little wagon. 
Then, taking their places, one on each side, 
and the other children walking two by two 
behind them, they led the way up Uastro 
street to Cilpper, where, in the garden of Mr, 
Stranaghan, at 424,a grave had been dug to 
receive all that remained of Lora. The older 
people stood by when the blue casket was 
changed for a coarser one, and whenthe 
earth was filled in above the lowered coffin

His agent tells them that it is 
not an unusual thing for agents to sell $20 
to $50 in books per week regardless of its 
merits; hence with a book of such unusual 
prospects you will nothave towait long 
for your free copy,’’ whichis promised to 
every postmaster who will act as agent for 
the book and sell $25 worth. 

This bargain-counter piety must be very 
discouraging to Christians who are not so 
fortunate as to own a bargain counter and 
hold a politica] office with power to send 
out sacred song advertisements as depart- 
ment matter. 
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THE COUNCIL AND THE MAYOR 


In his letter to the Post-Dispatcu, 
printed in another column, Mr. N. O, Nel- 
son goed straight to the root of municipal 
corruption. Noonan is Mayor of 8t. Louis 
because the citizens: of St. Louis chose 
him for the office. They knew as much 
about his failings when they elected him 
as they knownow. Yet he was one of 
only two on his ticket who pulled through. 

There were enough decent citizens to 
save the city from this disgrace. Some of 
these, however, were wedded to the party 
idol. They were Democrats first, good 
citizens afterward—if they had time to 
spare. Others—disgracefully numerous— 
held politics beneath their dignity and did 
not vote.

Shall the Mayor Be Impeached? 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The air has been full of this question sev- 
eral times during the present administration 
There may exist statutory grounds for im 
peachment. Weshwuld probably have less 
difficulty in finding the city’s execut!ve if the 
present incumbent were removed ;but it seems 
to me it would be an arbitrary interference 


with the rights of the majority. It cannot 
be forgotten that the Mayor was elected by a 
round noe of the voters of St. Louis; 
that popularex- ayor Brown was the only 
other candidate on the same ticket elected; 
that the Mayor got several thousand more 
votes than his ticket, and that his record asa 
judge was of the same character and as well 
known as his record now is as Mayor. 
Mr. Noonan Is little, ifany, worse now than 
whenthe majority elected him—and that, 
too, after rather unusual pains had been 
taken to call attention to his sbortcomings. 
To now take snap judgment on the ruling 
majority, and remove by impeachment at 
the hands of thirteen Councilmen, a Mayor 
whom the people deliberately elected would 
be an act of grbitrary despotism, 

Is it worth doing? Is it worth while to bol- 
ster up by force a delinquency of the public 
itself? is the difference between a dissolute 
Mayor anda party-tool Mayor sufficient to 
fight over? 

Let us be candid, at least with ourselves. 
When we submit to have machine politicians 
name the men we may vote for, 
we humbly and cravenly resign 
our public honor. When we vote a 
ticket because it Is nominated by our party 
and not because It contains the better names 
or the better principies we resign all right to 
complain of misgovernment. Conscience in 
public affairs should be more sensitive 
than conscience in private affairs. its 
exercise reaches farther, and counts 
for more in the one than in 
the other. When we plead that party suc- 
cess is an object, when we vote for an unfit 
man, wheh we refuse to vote for the most 
suitable man,we put ourselves on the level of 
the howling mod of Roman citizens who 
yelled the loudest for the most profli.ate and 
dissolute of the tribunes. Far _ bet- 
ter than to impeach the 
is to impeach ourselves, 
ise that henceforth we 
honest In relation to the publle affairs of St. 
louis, ifin nothing else. When we review 
our muncipal history, let it be not to revive 
oursiiame but to convince ourselves that 
party rule in city affairs is always bad; it can 
never be good. Let us resolve that 
the man who schemes and trades 
and ruos for an _ office shall not 
have it, that we will rigidly inspect the 
character and capacity for pu'lic service of 
every proposed candidate, and that we will 
make fitness the only test. If the public con- 
sclence can be brought to this 
simple standard of public morals, then 
the disyrace which so many seem [to 
think is peculiar to the present administra- 
tion, but which is only a variation from the 
customary disregard of public trust, will 
have been a wholesome lesson.

fluence to secure unfit appointments? Al- 
ready the airisthick with reports of clan- 
desiine caucuses to bargain away the offices 
to be filled in the fall e:ection. A few months 
laier, caucusses will be held to portion out 
the city offices. If’ citizens of 
St. Louis will submit to the rule of these 
secret manipulations, when the Australian 
method of nomination by petition is in their 
hands, then itis as useless as it is wrong to 
attemptto save them from the effects of 
their own turpitude, by impeaching the ofM- 
cials oftheirchoice. It is we, the peopie, 
who need reforming.

Fitz John Porter. 


To the Editor of the Post. Dispatch: 

In your notice of the death of Gen. John 
Pope is the following paragraph: 

For his conductinthe battle of the second Bull 
Run Gen. Fitz John Porter was tried by court- 
martial, cashiered and forever disqualified from 
holding any office of honor, trust or profit under the 
Government oithe United States. In 1878 an 
Advisory Board of officers recommended that his 
senteice be remitted, anc Porter was pardoned by 
President Arthur and byet of Congress placed on 
the retired list of the army. 

**Let justice be done though the heavens 


fall,’’ isa very ancient and bonorable prov- 
erb. In the interests of justice only—and not 
for the purpose of reopening a familiar 
case now closed—permit me to supplement 
the above with a few historical facts. 

The *‘advisory board of officers’’ alluded to 
was composed of Gens. Schofield, Terry and 
Getty. They were selected by Gen. Sherman 
himself, who said of them: ‘‘Officers than 
whom three better do not existin the army. 
* * * I believe I will acceptas conclusive 
the action of this Court of Honor, composed 
as it is of such officers as Schofield, Terry and 
Getty.’’ One of these—Gen. Terry—as I hap- 
pen to know, was so strongly prejudiced 
against Porter that he personally 
requested the latter to have 
him relieved from duty on 


the board, as he feltthat he could not with 
propriety sitin the case. The other mein- 
bers were known to be unfriendly to Porter— 
at least in the sense that they believed him 
guilty. After several montis Of patient and 
exhaustive investigation and deliberation in 
1878 79, this board made a unanimous report, 
completely vindicating Porter and exoner- 
ating Lim fypmalithe charges on which he 
was tried convicted by the court- 
martial of 1863. The report says: 
‘‘These charges and specifications certainly 
bear no discernible resem) lanée tothe facts 
of the case as now established—,’’ and con- 
cluded, as follows: ‘*Justice requires at bis 
(the Presideft’s) hans such action as may 
be necessary tO annul and set asidethe find- 
ings and sentence of the courtmartial in the 
case of Maj.-Gen. Fitz John Porter, and to 
restore him tothe positions of which that 
sentence deprived him; such restoration to 
take effect from the date of dismissal from 
the service.’’ 

In the December number of sthe North 
American Review for 1882, Gen. U. 8S. Grant 
published an article which ended with these 
words: 

‘‘if a solemn and sincere expression of my 
thorough understanding and belief in the en- 
tire innocence of Gen. Vorter will tend to 
draw the public mind tothe same condition, 
Irshall be abundantly rewarded for my ef- 
forts. It will always bea pleasure to me, as 
wellas a duty, to be the instrument, even in 
the smallest degree, of setting right any man 
who has been grossly wronged, especially if 
he has risked life and reputation in defense 
of his country. I feel, as stated on a pre- 
vit occasion, a double interest in this par-

Sad Scenes at the Lindell Hotel and 
at the Depot. ‘ 


SERGT. FREUDENVOLL WILL SUCCEED 
GILMORE AS LEADER. 


Great Feeling Shown by the Public Over 
the Popular Bandmaster’s Sudden 
Death—The Funeral Cortege—Commit- 
tee Appointed by the Band to Accom: 
pany the Remains to New York— 
Meeting of the Musicians This Morn- 
ing. 


At exactly 7 o’clock last night the low and 
tremulous wail of a cornet, its last noté 
blending with the soft undertone of French 
horns, arose through the profound stillness 
that prevailed until that moMent in tho 
Lindell Hotel rotunda, crowded with a silent 
assemblage the overflow of which swept out 
into the street beyond. 

The first sound from the perfect instru- 
ments was almost like the cry of human 
voices under the touch of great and sudden 
sorrow. Beforeit had died away its slow 
refrain was taken up by other and deeper 
instruments, the waves of melody swaying to 
and fro as though the strings of some gigan- 
tic harp were being played upon by the fitful 
breath of melancholy night- breezes. 

As this opening chord ceased, sinking down 
into a strange sigh, the slowand measured 
rollof muffled drums succeeded, that im- 
pressive tattoo, heard only when death Is 
present, and suggestive onty of the slow pas-~ 
sage of the dead in that last solemn journey, 
the progress to the graveside, 

Gilmore’s Band was playing its requiem for 
its dead leader. Almost ifke a voice from the 
other side it sounded, for the band had 
selected one of its master’s own compos!i- 
tions, Gilmore’s infinitely sad cantata, 
**Death at the Door.’’ 

The musicians stood in a formation of 
column of fours, the head of the column rest- 
ing near the street entrance of the Lindell. 
Around the gold, red and blue-sieeved ipfit 
arm of each player was bound a wide band 
of black, the badge of their mourning for 
Gilmore. Some of the band were white- 
hatred old men. On the faces of all was that 
expression of silent grief that bespeaksa 
sense of persona! bereavement. 

Down the broad stairway of the Lindell, 
coming into view from the parlor floor above, 
as the stairs describeda wide semicircle in 
the descent, a coffin of shining black and §il- 
ver@was being borne by eight pall-bearers, 
also meinbers of the Gilmore Band. 

As this cortege appeared there arose from 
the swell of funeral music in the rotunda De- 
low, a sound, at the first hearing of which 
every head in the vast crowd filling the fro- 
tunda was reverently uncovered. It was, or 
appeared to be, the muffled tolling of a pass- 
ing bell, itschime rising in a sort of throb, 
under which went on the tear-laden and 
dreamy minor strain of ‘‘Death at (the 
Door.’’ 

Before the casket containing the mortal 
body of Gilmore had completed the down- 
ward passage of the Lindell stairway, these- 
lection from the great leader’s own work 
ceased, and from its final note there came, 
almost without pause, the opening bars of 
that greatest and saddest of dirges, the 
‘‘Dead March in Saul.’’ I1t was to the 
inspired strains of this grand cry of mortality 
in the presence of death thatthe Gilmpre 
coffin was slowly borne past the motionless 
columns of the Gilmore Dand, onward 
through the dividing sea of spectators, and 
outward to the street, where waited the 
hearse. 

THE FUNERAL CORTEGE. 

It was an impressive cortege that thus 
wound fits way through the Lindell rotunia, 
The elght pall-bearers, members of Gilmore’s 
band, were Messrs. Holly Wilder, Harry 
Weston, Max Davidson, Angelo Chiara, 
Henry Miel, John Sheridan, Henry 
Kocxenbach and Cc, E. Weber. 
Immediately behind them came the fbur 
bandmen selected to accompany the remains 
to New York—Messrs. Herman Zilm, Lau- 
rence O’Relilly, F. W. Schultz and Edward 
Ponohue. Next, in file of twos, were the 
merbers of the Board of Directors of the St. 
Louis Expositionin the following order? §. 
M. Kennard, R. M. Scruggs, T. P, Boyd, CH. 
Turner, B. Nugent, D. M. House, L; D. 
Kingsiand, Jerome Hill, C. H. Sampson, E. 
O. Stanard, Frank Galennie, E Davis. 
Messrs. Howe and Chassaing, proprietors of 
the Lindell Hotel, were with the Directors. 

Ata little interval behind the Exposition 
Directors there appeared the biack-draped 
figures of Mrs. Glimore and Miss Minnie, the 
widow and daughter of the master whose 
dead body was now being borne away to its 
last resting place, at home. 

A delegation of the Knights of St. Patrick, 
of which the deceased was a member, fol. 
lowed, with Col. Richard Ennis at the head. 

Taking carriaves at the Washington avenue 
entrance o! tne Lindell, in the presence of 
crowds that blocked all passages except that 
of the funeral _ train, the 
headed by the Gilmore Band foot, 
began its march to the Union 
Depot. It went out Washington avenue to 
Eleventh street, then turning south, pro- 
ceede:i down Eleventh to the depot. Rising 
through the Wight and borne upward by a 
chilling nerth wind that had arisen the slow 
tap of muffled drums marked the progress of 


the march. 
AT THE DEPOT. 

Atthe Union Depot there had gathered a 
crowd so great that all traffic was practically 
suspended. The police were obliged to 
use force in clearing & wa lor the 
cortege itself, Inthe centerof the platform 
the Gilmore Band halted. Under its new 
teader, Director Freudenvoll, it there played 
its tarewell to its old leader, the great Gil- 
more. The selection chosen was ‘'The Lost 
Chord,’’ tense with pathos in every note. 

The Gilmore casket was borne to the special 
car attached to the Big Four 8:4$train. Mrs. 
Gilmore and her daughter, escorted by mem- 
pers of the Exposition directory, were taken to 
the Pullman coach, ‘‘EIlks,’’ of that train 
the Pullman ee | just behind the funerai 
car. The escort of four members of the Gil- 
more band, who will accompany the remains 
to New York, also took seats in the Pullman 
in which Mrs, Gilmore and her daughter had 
a stateroom. 

Outside the Gilmore pene played that 
magnificent old hymn, the triumphant 
over the stroke of death, *‘Nearer, My 
to Thee.’’ Then, one by one, the bandmen 
passed into the coach, bidding é well to 
the widow and daughter of their ead leader. 
At 8:45 o’clock the train pulled out, 

On the platform of the depot stood the 
Gilmore band, the strains of the *‘Lost 
Chorda’’ again rising on the night air. From 
the platform of the disappearing 
Miss Minnie Gllmore wav them 
well.

SUGAR-MAKING IN MEXICO, 


Spreckles’ Son Looks Over the 
Field and Gives His Views. 

CITY oF MEXIco, Mexico, Sept. 26.—Ruadolph 
Spreckles, son of the millionalre, Claus 
Spreckles, the great sugar producer and 
manufacturer, is making a thorough investi- 
tion of the sugar production in Mexico. He 
recently made an extended trip through the 
States of Vera Cruz, Ouxaco and Pueblo, 
where he carefully examined the resources 
and products of these important States. In 
speaking concerning the result of his ob- 
servations to the Post-DisPaToH corre- 
spondent, Mr. Spreckles said: 

‘*The Sandwich Islands, where a large pro- 
portion of our sugar is grown, {are situated in 
the same latitude as the sugar-producing 
States of Mexico. The sollof the latter is 
equal to thatof the islands, and there is no 
reason why it should not produce a first-class 
quality of sugar. There is considerable room 
for improvement as regards the methods of 
cultivation used in Mexico.

George Vogel Frightens Highwaymen 
With His Lung Power. 


BOLD ATTEMPT AT ROBBERY ON GAR- 
RISON AND LOCUST. 


Mr. Vogel Stopped by Three Men and a 
Revolver Pokedin His Face—Excitin 
Chase After the Thieves—Stabbing 
Affray Which May Result in Murder— 
Charged With Seduction, 


The cry of ‘‘Help, help,’’ which aroused 
the neighborhood for blocks around Garrison 
avenue and Locust street at 12 o’clock last 
night was uttered by George A. Vogeiof 2955 
Thomas street. He was at that 
time being held up by § footpads 
who were trying to relieve him of his weaith, 
but his shrieks were of such volume that they 
were scared off before they could accomplish 
their purpose. Those who heard the screams 
say that the robbers must have been over- 
powered by the volume ofsound given vent 
to by their intended victim, as his shouts 
could have been heard three biocks away. 

Mr. Vogel was seen this morning at his 
home, nursing a stiffand badly bruised leg. 
**T7 had been toa party on Manchester road 
anc Garrison avenue,’’ he said, ‘‘and was 
returning home. While walking along by 
the Church of the Messiah, on the east side 
of Garrison avenue, lsawthree men coming 
south, and I edged in close to the 
stone coping. When the two came Deside | 
me 1 heard one of them say 
*Give it to him’ and the tallest of the three 
wheeled and place: a revolver to the side of 
my head, sayingat the same time, ‘Hands 
up.’ Ithoughtat first the man raised his 
sling shotto strike me and as i dodged to 
avoid the blow I1 sprang for the gutter. I 
slipped and in failing tore my pants and 
scooped a big picce of flesh out of my knee. 
J cried for help as loud as I could 
and at the second cry two. ofr 
the robbers ran but the big fellow 
with a revolver stood over measthough med- 
itating whether to give mea shot or not. At 
the third cry he alsoran and! gottomy feet | 
and staguzered after him, shouting all the | 
whiie. 1 heard someone running in the street 
Dehind me and thinking he was one of the 
robbers I startedto run north:on Garrison 
avenue, with the runner close behind me. As 
be cried ‘Halt’ twice, I stopped and 
found him to be a policeman. 
Jtold him thatI had been heid up andthat 
the robbers had run down Locust street. We 
ran after them and cauwht sight of the two 
fin the middle of the block. Officer Fruin 
wanted to snoot at them, but there were two 
gentlemen ani a lady on the sidewalk at the 
time and be was afraidof hitting them, so 
weranto Twenty-ninth street,wwoere the rob- 
bers turned, ‘and could find no trace o jthem, 
though we searched all tie alleys and back 

arasinthe neig:borhood. I had novalua 
bies except a watch and chain and very little 
money, sO the :votpads would not have mace 
much if they did rob me.’’ 

Officer Fruin says Vogel had a narrow es- 
cape from beins shot while running away. 
As he falled to halt when twice called upon to 
dose Officer Fruin drew bis revolver and 
leveled it at Voxel’s back, when he stopped 
ana turned around.

ONE LONDON NOOK.

The Joyous Neighborhood About Old 
Covent Garden. 


EDGAR WAKEMAN DESCRIBES ITS QUEER 
PEOPLE AND PLACES, 


L fe ina Genuine: English ‘Tavern—Liter- 

erary Reminiscences in a Coffee House 
at Men’s Work—An Hour 
Among th@ Costermongers—Odd Scenes 
and Groupings.

LonpDon, Sept. 15.—Of all the good old Lon- 
don taverns of bygone days those looking in 
upon Covent Garden, or immediately around 
about it, best retain that favor which has 
ziven English fictional literature for the past 
200 years one of its most winsome and last- 
ing charms. 

Iused to haunt the apartment houses of 
London, up Bloomsbury way, and skirmish 
with their sad-eyed, funereal-voiced, 
widowed, nimble-fingered keepers in dis- 
may and desperation, or waste my energies 
upon the austerities of the great hotels 
along the Strand, But one day of grace 
succor Came, and good old Sant Mathews, 
the London actor, said: ‘‘My dear boy, 
don’t beacad any longer and waste your 
gold among the hotel Bedouins of London. 
Live like a gentleman of the old schoolon 
haif the money, and take your ease at your 
inn inthe very heart of that precinct where 
allour literature worth reading was made. 
Goto any of the quiet old inns about Covent 
Garden and be always at rest, even in rest- 
less London,’’ 

1 have never been so grateful for advice in 
all my life. Here are half a score of inns, 
genuine old taverns, most ef them built long 
before the century came in, and every one of 
modern make constructed and conducted on 
the old-fashioned plan, They are taverns at 
which the fireplaces are huge, cavernous, 
and get-at-able; the bedrooms warm and 
cosy; the halls low cellinged, but broad and 
full of real olden settees and sofas; the 
smoking-rooms snug and warm and 
with plenty of papers and books, the pic- 
tures yellow and old and dim and hungin 
great broad, odd frames, which show they 
were there long before you were born; the 
dining-rooms ample and quiet and ‘‘richly 
browned ;’’ the ports, clarets and sherfies, 
with the cobwebs of the twenties and thir- 
ties upon them;the food wholesome, fine 
and good; the porters friendly and ‘‘talky’’ 
when you wish to get down from your 
own pedestal for a Iitth humanizing 
patter, and even the misses in the 
office and bar and rosy-faced cham. 
bermaids are not averse on occasion to a 
bit of innucent banter, which after all any- 
body buta prude, a hermit or a hypocrite 
at times trulv enjoys. 

And so from coming and. going often 
these oid Covent Garden inns have become a 
sort of hometome. Their associations, rich 
and mellow as the very wines 
serve, have taken their place, 
one, in my heart, while the market 
into which the windows of nearly all of them 
look, Ike Silas Wegg’s ‘‘Our House’’ tn 
‘*Mutual Friend,’’ has become my murket. 
Scores of its folk are my intimate friends; for 
you must know that most of them have easy, 
all night ways with them, and you require no 
introduction whatever to get upon eating 
and drinking terms and into vows of lifelong 
intimacy with yokel, coster, porter, and I 
was almost about to say the Prince of Wales 
himself. 

That really human and clever man of t™, 
world often comes to the ‘‘Rule’s,’’ but a 
stone’s throw from the market, where he 
makes a night of it peaceably and likea gen- 
tleman with the wits of the town, ending his 
little forgivable diversion by a rousing 
jostling among the early porters, costers and 
green-grocers, and taking the badinage 
given by all who come with royal philosophy 
and cheery good will. ‘This large human 
leveling influence has always been peculiar 
to the Covent Garden district. Itis still 
here as one of the best legacies of the mellow 
olden time. And here is the only place in 
London or in all England where you can find 
it changeless to enjoy. 

What a host of rich associlations crowd 
within this little Covent Garden dlstrict! 
Thackeray called it the ‘‘joyous. neighbor: 
hood of Covent Garden,’’ though it was 
scarcely known at the beginning of the 
seventeenth century. From the middle 
of the seventeenth century to the middle 
of the nineteenth century it wasthe best 
known rendezvous of authors, actors, 
painters, good fellows generally and sub- 
stantial country squires and gentlemen 
visiting the town in London. In _ Russell 
street, now chiefly given over to green- 
grocers and fruiterers, was the then social 
exchange of the English capital, the mart of 
its news, politics, scandal and wit. 

Inthis one short thoroughfare stood the 
most noted coffee houses of the re!gns of 
Wiiliam Ill and Queen Anne, familiar to 
all conversant with the best English 
literature. ‘*Will’s,’’ ‘*Button’s’’ and 
‘*Tom’s’’ were ‘‘sacred to polite letters.’’ 
All the English Sir Rogers de Coverley 
also made these placeg.their London address. 
Pepys and Evelyn, the historians, visited and 
lodged here. The entire neighborhood, In- 
cluding the shady thoroughfares of Wych 
street, Great and Little Queen streets, Lin- 
coln’s Inn Fields, Portugal street, and on the 
south, Bedford, York, Tavistock, Henrietta, 
King and the present Garrick and Oatherine 
streets were Occupied by the houses of the 
gentry. 

‘«will’s,’’ which stood at the west side of 
Bow street and the north side of Russell 
street, was the most ancient and noted of 
these resorts. Dryden’s patronage and fre~ 
quent appearance there made the reputation 
ofthe house. Afterthe play the cream of 
those who knew Londonand whom London 
knew gathered . fur coffee, 
a pipe and their nig gossip. Macat- 
ley says: *‘Under no roof was a greater 
variety of figures to be seen; earls 
stars,and garters, clergymen in cassocks and 
bands, pert templars, sheepish lads from the 
universities, translators and ix in 
ragged Coats of frieze. The h was 

the 


the fine London clubs often separate con- 
genial men and interests; but another 
Macauley could describe quite as interesting 
groupings and scenes in the Covent Garden 
inns, puvlic houses and cobwebbed old re- 
sorts of to-day. 

Addison and Steele were the most brilliant 
of the company to which the hospitable doors 
of ‘‘Buttun’s’’ opened. ‘*Button’s’’ wason 
the north side of Russell street. Addison’s 
wife, the countess, was aiady of vinegary 
tastes and temper, and he gladiy 
withdrew much from her company for 
solace where the wit smelled more 
of wine. ‘‘Button’s’’ igs gone, but 
the picture will always remain as Steele 
paintedit: ‘*Dear Addison! drunk, deliber- 
ate, moral, sentimental, foaming over with 
truth and virtue, with tenderness and [friend- 
ship, andonly worse in onerufile for the 
wine.’’ Gay and Priorand Pope were other 
famous frequenters of this resort. 

‘*Tom’s’’ stood at the corner of the Piazza, 
It was on the north side, over against **But- 
ton’s.’’ It wus startedin 1764 by subscrip- 
tion, Its most famous frequenters were Gar- 
rick, Goldsmith, Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
Moody, Foote, Sir Philip Francis and Dr. 
Johnson, Near ‘*Tom’s’’ at 8 Russell street, 
was the book shop of Tom Davies, in whose 
tiny back parlor Boswell first met Dr. Jonhn- 
son. 

Then followed the era of famous Covent 
Garden taverns. There was ‘‘Hummums,’’ 
two doors from ‘*Button’s,’’ most comfort- 
able of old London hostelries, sacred to the 
memory of college ‘‘Don’’ and country par- 
son. Itwasfromthe ‘‘Bedford Arms’’ Ho- 
garth and i his friends set forth on 
that famous holiday jaunt to Graves- 
end, Rochester and Sheerness, The 
**Bedford Head,’’ in Maiden Lane, 
was the favorite retreat of the journalits. 
Ancient Tavistock still stands on one side of 
the market, dingy, mellow and comfortable 
as when the century came In. 

‘*Slaughter’s,’’in St. Martin’s Lane, was 
the chief resort of military officers until sup- 
planted by the United States Service OUlub. 
The Piazza tavern, where Macklin 
had his old academy of Belles 
Lettres, was next to the Tavistock. The 
‘*Bedford Coffee-house’’ and tavern was the 
great resort of actors. Of these Garrick, 
Quinn, Foote, Murphy,- Macklin, Fawcett, 
Charles and John Philip Kemble will be the 
best remembered. And the ‘‘Shakspeare,’’ 
the first tavern set up in the Garden, stood at 
the corner ofthe Piazza and Russell street. 
It was here the famous ‘‘Lion’s Head letter- 
box’’ was placed to receive extraordinary 
inquiries, lampoons, prophecies, scandals 
and all the odd pasquinades of that time of 
free thinking and writing. 

Of the more noted Covent Garden resorts 
of the present time perhaps the most unique, 
something like old time ‘‘Cobweb Hall,’’ in 
New York,is ‘‘Jack Hart’s,’’ 9 Russell street. 
It is practically an all night house for print- 
ers, reporters, night editors and men of the 
town who drop in before daylight for a part- 
ing glass oracup ofcoffee. Thecosters and 
market porters resort here later in the 
day. Arouna in Maiden tLane is the 
‘*‘Weish House,’’ former haunt of Dick- 
ens and the wits and epicures of histime. I 
have already mentioned Rule’s, just of 
Southampton street. Itis the most famous 
oyster-house of London, and the occasional 
presence of the Prince of Wales brings to the 
place every swelland nobleman of the great 
metropolis, while on the eastern side of the 
market isthe National Sporting Club and the 
Pelican Club. The former was the notorious 
Evans Roomsof anearlier date. In these 
two club-houses occur the greatest glove 
fights of Britain. 

Of all the intellectual giants who knew and 
loved the Covent Garden region, Thackeray 
has left by far the most charming picture. 
‘*A pleasant land,’’ he says,*‘not fenced with 
drab stucco like Tyburnola or Belgravia; not 
guarded bya large army of footmen; not 
echoing with noble chariots; not replete with 
chintz drawing-rooms and neat tea tables; 
a land over which hangs an endless fog, oc- 
casioned by much tobacco; a land of 
chambers, Diiliard-rooms, supper-rooms, 
oysters; aland of song; a land where soda 
water flows freely in the morning; a land of 
tin dish covers from taverns, and frothing 
porter; a land of lotus-eating (with lots of 
pepper); a land where men call each other 
by their Christlan names; where many are 
poor, where almost all are young, and where 
if a few oldsters do enter, it is because they 
have preserved more carefully and tenderly 
than other folk their youthful spirits, and 
the delightful capacity to De Iidle.’’ 

Itisalso the land of Covent Garden Mar. 
Ket, if not the largest Known market in area,’ 
certainly that market through which daiiy 
pass from grower to buyer greater 
amounts of fruits, flowers and vegetables 
than at any other market in the 
world, The constant production of 
more than 80,000 acres contiguous to 
London, much of whichis forced gardening 
under glass, is required for its constant re- 
plenishing. There are yearly sold at this one 
market more than 60,000,000 cabbages,5, 000,000 
caullflowers, 1,125,000 pottles of strawberries, 
aboutthe same numver of lettuce heads, 
600,000 bushels of shelled peas and about 
650,000 bushiles of onions. 

If you are stopping at oneof the old inns 
Overiooking the market you are Certain to be 
awakened by the steadily increasing hum of 
the place, which begins shortly after mid- 
night with the first arrivals of the carts of 
produce fromthe country. This has grown 
into asubdued roar,though there is never any 
yelling or hallootng permitted. If the sun is 
up and throwing its saffrony light through 
the hazy atmosphere you will see as pretty a 
sight down there as eyes may look upon. 
Every cross street leading to the market, 
from Long Acre, from Drury Lane and from 
the Strand, which by regulation is completely 
given up to this trafic tili9o’clock, is jammed 
and packed to house doors with four, tive and 
sometimes six lines of carts, wagons and 
barrows, headed inor out, each vehicle in 
process Of loading or unloading with every 
manner of fruit, fower and vegetable known 
to London markets, while the seven acres of 
the market itself, most of which is uncov- 
ered space, is apparently a solid mass of 
donkeys, Carts, hampers, stackg of vege- 
tables and writhing, wriggling human be- 
ings. 

The rays ofthe morning sun bring t 
vivid colors of the frait ana vegetanies.& 
derfully, You descend tothe market and 
your temper, ifnot your life, in your 
way through the obstinate 4; the 
booths and stalls. In this you

load. Theirhea gearisa padded yoke en- 
circling the forehead and resting upon the 
shoulders. ‘‘Carrying the pai,’’ which was 
once the occupation of Sim Reeves, the fa- 
mous tenor, is portering. ‘*‘Doing a turn’’ 
is making one tripladen, from market stall 
to wagon, oftenasfarasthe Strand. Each 
porter is licensed, receives two pence per 
**turn’’ and usually does from eight to fif- 


teen ‘‘turns’’ of a morning. 

Another interesting class which {is often 
overlooked by visitors is the Covent Gar- 
den ‘‘whip minders.’’ These are usually 
women, who for a halfpenny a wagon 
take charge of the drivers’ whips, rugs 
and the like. They also keep teams in 
line, lift at wheels, yank refractory horses 
about ilke trainers and adjudicate all diff- 
erences regarding street rights of teamsters. 
lsaw One soundly trouncea teamster twice 
her size for disobedience. At the corner of 
Southampton street and Strand there is one 
that is of Amazonian size, and with a voice 
easily heard at Charing Cross. 

Another, named ‘‘Jenry Williams,’’ 
has the west half of Southampton street 
in charge. I became quite her favorite, 
and she told meinconfidence that she was 
really not ‘‘Jenny’’ any longer, but genuine- 
Mrs. Genevieve Brown, though the market- 
men must not know of it for the world, 
‘*for,’’ said she with a knowing look, ‘‘they 
"as no pashuns along o’ missuses.’’ Her 
father, Joseph Williams, ‘‘minded th’ 
w’ps’’ for more than forty years. Uer 
mother took his place when the ‘‘old man’’ 
gave out, and ‘‘Jenny tbe minder’’ Its still 
here by the right of heritage. 

An hour orsoamong the porters, costers 
and countrymen will provide some extra- 
ordinary studies, and a most interesting 
place is reached on the northern side of the 
market, where, at the foot of mountains of 
cabDbages and precipices of wagons and 
hampers, you will find several hundred 
**peas jshellers’’ squatting among bags of 
peas and working away with 
marvelous dexterity. They are usually 
old women, fat and blowsy, or scrag- 
gyandlean, Asthe peasratticinto baskets 
or pans, the shellers keep up a fusiliade of 
banter. among each other and upon all 
passers, their sides shaking with laughter as 
some well directed sally brings fortha quer- 
ulous retort. They receive one penny per 
quart for shelling the peas, and each woman 
will earn from eight to twelve pence during 
five hours’ work in the early morning. Their 
labors over, they drink and fight merrily 
during the remainder of each day. 

The two most interesting places, aside 
from positions for character study, to be 
found in the market are undoubtedly in 
the fruit and flower arcades. The flowers are 
in such abundance and variety that one 
wonders ifeven in London a sale can be 
founa for them all. Yet the flower 
market is the very first to be wholly 
cleared of its contents. The flowers are 
crammed together in such dense masses that 
one might almost walk upon them. Asters 
of allcolors anda luxuriant growth are the 
most plentifuland striking. Roses, stocks, 
mulleins, lupins, beautifal bundies of heath, 
the hibiscus, lobelia, pinks, carnations, dah- 
lias, mathiolas, marigolds, calcolarias and 
splendid fuchsias charm and intoxicate, and 
contrast strangely with all else in the dinful 
place. . 

Of the lusciousness and varieties of fruits 
here exposed Americans have no adequate 
idea. The general understanding with 
us is that we are far more fortunate 
than Engiand in this regard. Yet I saw 
here scores of varieties of English and 
foreign grapes, peaches as large as cricket 
balls, glossy nectarines scarlet and brown, 
downy apricots freckled by the sun, monster 
plums, luscious greengages, Orleans plums 
and swan’s eggs, giowing magnum bonums, 
pears from the Channel islands and the south 
of France, mulberries, melons, pineapples, 
apples in endless varieties, the aubergine, 
and late strawberries big as eggs in tempt- 
ing bouquets, bringing from tenpeace to a 
shilling apiece. 

Ky 9 o’clock the market is drowsy and still. 
The surrounding streets have been sweptand 
washed. Stailmen are busy counting up 
losses or gains, Afew costers with carts or 
handbarrows are waiting inthe open spaces 
for bargains in unsold loads, All that is left 
of the din of the morning are the roystering 
echoes of bacchanal songs In the near resorts 
of porters, costers and peas shellers, where, 
half maudlin, they decry the tyranny of cap- 
ital and drink ‘‘four ale’’ the whole day 
long. .

The resolution which fixed 
the primary for Friday was Offered by Com- 
mitteeman Fox, who in the spring prim- 
ary was one of the strongest factors 
in the Noonan - Dalton - Swift - Jones 
combination. Yet the ‘‘snap primary’’ is 
charged upentirely to the members of the

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GEN, POPE'S BURIAL 


The Dead Soldier Laid to Rest in 
Bellefontaine. 


BOTH GOVERNMENT AND STATE TROOPS 
FOLLOW THE REMAING. 


A Salute of Thirteen Guns Fired by the 
National Guard Battery—The Casket 
Placed on a Caisson and Carried to the 
Grave Followed by Gen. Pope’s Horse, 
Riderless. 


The remains of the late Maj..~Gen. John 
Pope, United States Army, were buried to- 
day in Bellefontaine Cemetery with appro- 
priate military and civic honors. The funeral 
procession started from the Union Depot at 
a few minutes after 11 o'clock this morning, 
and the interment took place at Belicfontainge 
Cemetery. 

At 7.20 o’glock this morning the Wabash 
train, with the special carin which were the 
remains of the late Major-General, rolled 
into the Relay Depot at East St. Louls, The 
remaing were accompanied by the children 
of the deceased Generaland by his brother- 
in-law, Gen, Force, Governor of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Sandusky, O., at whose house Gen, 
Pope died last Friday. 

The train was met by a detail of Past Post 
Commanders of Ransom Post, G. A. Rie 
which consisted of Mai, John B. Harlow, A, 
J. Childs, Smith P. Galt and L. B. ripley. 
They at once took charge of the remains an 
the train proceeded across the bridge to &§ 
Louls and into the Union Depot. The speci 
car bearing the casket was drawn upona 
track at the Eleventh street entrance, where 
it remained until the funeral cortege was 
formed when it was borfe to the caisson fur- 
nished by Battery A, National Guards of Mis- 
sour, 

The remains of Gen. Pope were dressed in 
a Diack shroud and inclosed in a handsome 
cloth-covered casket, with silver mountings, 

The plate on the coffin bore the inscription: 


JOHN POPE, 
MAJOon-GENERAL

The remains lay in state from 9o0’clock une 
til the time of the formation of the funeral 
procession, and were viewed by a large nume 
ber ofthe old comrades and triendg of the 
deceased general. 

SOLDIERS FROM THE BARRACKS. 

Gen, 8.8.M. Young, with his staff and aides, 
arrived at the depot shortly after 10 o'clock, 
having come up from Jefferson Barracks 
on horseback. ‘The battalion from the Bar- 
racks, under the command of Capt. W. O, 
Forbush, Fifth United ®tates Cavalry, came 
by cars and arrived atthe Chouteau avenue 
depot of the Iron Mountain road shortly Bay 
lv a’clock. They were accompanied the 
Barracks band and at once marched te the 
Union Depot. 

About 10 o’elock large crowds began to 
gather in and around the depot and the 
police under sergt. siike O’Malley, proved 
themselves more capable of hoiding the 
masses incheck and keeping clear passa 
ways than the small force on hand last ni 
atthe Gilmore obsequies. At 10:50 o’clog 
detachment of Capt. Kumbold’s battery fir a 
a salute of thirteen guns at the corner}pf 
Poplar and Thirteenth streets. 

‘The line of procession was then formed 
Eleventh street and the caisson drawn up! 
front of the entrance tothe depotto receive 
the casket, 

Promptly at 11 0’clock six sergeants from 
Jefferson Barracks took the remains from 
the special car and bearing it on their shoul- 
ders conveyed it to the caisson, while the 
band played a funeral dirge. 

Immediately preceding the easket were the 
honorary li-bearers: Gen. A. M. Beckwith, 
Col. J. M. Moore, Col. J. W. Barrinwer, Gen. 
A. J. Smith, Gen. John D. Stevenson, Maj. 
Charles E Pearce, Maj. Miller of the 
Engineer Corps and Maj Forsythe of the 
United States Arsenal. Five of the pall- 
bearers were dressed in the full uniform of 
their rank,

| NEWARK, N, J., Sept, 26.—The sixth annual 
convention of the German Catholics of the 
United States was becun in this city at noon 
to-day. The convention will, in point of in- 
uence as well as of nambers, far exceed any 
previous meeting, Notless than 2,000 dele. 
gates from the German Catholic parishes of 
~he whole country have already arrived here 
_ While every east-bound train on the Erie and 

Pennsylvania roads brings new additions to 
the numbers. 

With the members of the many German 
Catholic societies and with the masses of 
Catholic laymen generally, the total number 
of participants may may safely be placed at 

from 7,000 to 8,000 persons. Every ter- 
ritory within the jurisdiction of the 
United States was represented, All the 
populous cities of the Eastern and the 
Middle States, and especially of the West and 
Northwest, have sent their delegates. There 
aye German Catholic societies and laymen 

m New York, Brooklyn, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, Rochester, Buffalo, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Mil- 
Waukee and St. Paul, The importance of the 
congress from a Catholic point of view may 
be inferred from its hearty indersement by 
Catholic prelates. Archbishop Corrigan will 
attend and celebrate pontifical high mass in 
‘the Church of St. Peter, on Belmont avenue. 
Archbishop Katzer of Milwaukee has prom- 
ised to come. Bishops Messmer of Green 
Bay, Zardetti of St. Cloud, Schwebach of La 
Crosse, Richter of Grand Rapids and Mgr. 
Schroeder from the Catholic University at 
Washington will surely be here either to-day 
or to-morrow. The object of the convention 
is partly told in its programme. There are 
the usual demonstrative features of every 
convention—the parade, the torchlight pro- 
cession, the freworks, the speeches 
of welcome, etc, The convention 
being of a strictly Catholic religious char- 
acter, masses, requiems and the rendering of 
Sacred soigs and niusic are to be added, 

The deeper signi!.cance of the coavention 
lies in tie speeches which will be made and 
in the resolutions which are to be adopted. 
It is understocd that the subjeafs of the vari- 
ous discourses have been carefully selected, 
While the sentiments to be expressed have 
undoubtedly received the sanction of the 
ecclesiastical authorities. A programme has 
been prepared forthe four days of the con- 
Vention and has been presented in circular 
form. 

A morning paper states that there ‘‘is, 
however, another programme not printed, 
noteven generally known to the delegates 
themselves. The emphatic approval of arcli-

Hiort Ro_tis—One pint of sweet milk, five 
tablespoons of melted butter, six tablespoons 
of soft yeast or half a cake of compressed 
yeast, a pinch of salt and three pints of flour. 
scald the milk and add the butter, then let 
cool, putthe flourina dish, add the yeast 
and mix with the milk. Set to rise, well 
eovered; when light enough cut out and fold 
over. Layon greased tins. Let rise and bake 
ina moderate oven. Serve hot. 

Fist SOUFFLE.—Aby good, fresh fish wiil 
do, but troutis preferred; dress the fish and 
rub the inside well with salt, wrapinacloth 
and cook tna Kettle of boiling water. Before 
dressing the fish weigh it. When cooked lift 
the tish carefully on a platter, take off the 
cioth and cool. When cold, with a silver fork 
pick the fish into small flakes, being careful 
toremove every bone. For two pounds of 
fish asitcomes fromthe market, allow one 
pint of new milk, one spoon of flour, a heap- 
ing spoon of butter and the yolks of two 
egues. Put the milk onto heatin a double 
kettle, mix togetherthe flour and butter un- 
tilsmooth, When themilk ts hot stir itin 
and cook twoorthree minutes. Set it off un- 
tilcold, then addthe yolks of twoeggs to 
each pint of milk, stir in the fish 
and season with salt. If one wishes, a little 
pepperand chopped parsley can be added. 
If you can get escalloped shells they are pre- 
ferred; if not, there Is a good imitation in 
china; grease with butter, and fill with the 
mixture; set the shells on a dripping-panr 
and bake halfan hour; in serving place one 
shellona plate witharoll, and onthe same 
plate an individual butter-aish on whichisa 
ballof butter made with grooved paddles. 
These paddles come in pairs, and sell fora 
dime in the basements of china stores. With 
alittie practice one can make oyera dozen 
pats in ten minutes. They should be set in 
the ice-box after being prepared before 
serving: 

CHICKEN SALAD.—Dress and cut up two 
chickens and cook in water well saited until 
the meat will fallfrom the Dones, Take out 
andeool, ‘iake offthe skin, pick the meat 
off the bones, using allexceptthe wings and 
back, cutitup witha knife. 

DRESSING FOR SALAD.—Two teaspoons of 
mustard, halfasaltspoon of cayenne dep- 
per, oneteaspoon of salt, six whole eggs, 
two tablespoons of buiter, and one cup of | 
vinegar. Beat the butter to acream; mix 
the mustard and pepper with enough vine- 
gar to make smooth; then stir into the mix- 
ture, beatthe eggs with an egg-beater and 
add. Pour in the vinegar; 
kettle and cook until thick as custard. 
awaytocool. When ready toserve mix the 
chicken and celery together, 
ifneceded and pour over it the dressing and 
mix carefully. Neveruse the dressing until | 
cold. Serve on large lettuce leaves. 
isone day old, cut very thin withasharp | 
knife. 

CHEESE STRAWS.—One scant cup of flour, 
one neaping cup of grated cheese, halfa tea- 
Spoon of salt, one spoon of butter, yoik of 
one egg. Mix the cheese and flour together 
and moisten with the egg. Mix into a smooth 
paste; add a tittle cold water if needed. Roll 
out on a board very thin, cut in strips six or 
seven inches long and halfan inch wide, Dake 
on atin from five to ten minutes. Some tie 
them loosely in bunches of ten with narrow 
ribbons to match the decorations; 
join the ends together before baking, a few 
sticks making a ring, and siipping enough of 
the sticks through to fillit. The bunches are 
jaid on a platter and served with the salad 
course, each guest taking one from a bundle.

ON THE ANDES, 


Prof. Pickering Urges the Placing of a 
Large Telescope Near Arequipa, Peru. 


NEw YORK, Sept. 26.—Prof. E. OC. Pickering, 
the director of Harvard College Observatory, 
has issued a circular suggesting the placing 
of a large telescope on the Andes, near Are- 
quipa, Peru. 

Political or personal reasons, rather than 
the post favorable atmospheric conditions, 
says*the professor, have in almost all cases 
decided the sites upon which telescopes have 
been located, He adds: ‘**The climate of 
Western Europe and the Eastern portion of 
the United States ig not suited to good astro- 
nomical work. Theimperfections of our at- 
mosphere appear to limit our powers and are 
more troublesome relatively with a large 
than a small telescope.’’ 

In order toavoid these atmospheric diffi- 
culties, so marked in nerthern latitudes, 
Prof. Pickering has established an observa- 
tory near Arequipa, in Peru, at an altitude 
of more than 8,000 feet. Among the reasons 
which he gives for the construction and 
erection of a big telescope on this lofty site are 
the following: During a large part of the year 
the sky of Arequipais nearly cloudless. A 
telescope having an aperture of thirteen 
inches has been erected there and shown a 
remarkable degree of steadiness in the at- 
mosphere. Night after night atmos- 
pheric conditions prevail witich occur 
only at rare intervals, if 
at Cambridge. Several of the 
fraction rings surrounding the brighter stars 
are Visible, close doubles in which the com- 
ponents dre much less than a second aperture 
recularly separated, and powers can be con- 
Stantly employed which are sohighas to 
be almost useless in Cambridge. In many 
researches the gain is as great as if the 
aperture of the instrument was doubled. 
Another important advantage of this station 
is that itis 16 deg. south of the equator and 
the southern stars are all visible. 

A few years ago a list was published of the 
refracting telescopes having an aperture of 
9.8inches or more (sidereal Messenger 1884, 
page 193).: From this it appears tilat 
nearly all of the largest tel- 
escopes are north of the latitude 435 
deg., although this regioncovers but little 
more than one-fifth of the entire surface of 
None of the seventeen largest 
and but one of the fifty-three large telescopes 
are south of this region. Ofthe entire list of 
seventy-four but four having diameters of 15, 
11, 10and 10 inches are south of 35 deg. The 
four largest telescopes north of 35 dex. have 
apertures of 36, 30, 29 and 27 inches respec- 
tively. But few of the larger telescopes have 
been erected since the list was prepared and 
the proportion north an‘ south is siillabout 
the same. It, therefore, appears that 
about one-quarter of the entire sky is either 
invisible to or so low that it cannot 
be advantageously observed by any 
large telescope. The Magellic§ clouds, 
the great clusters in Centauris, 
Tucana and Doradora and the visible star 
Argusandthe dense portions of tue Milky 
Way,in Scorpius Arguo and Crux are in- 
cluded in this neglected rezion. Moreover, 
the planet } ars, when nearest the earth, is 
always farsouth, The study of the surface 
of this and of the planets is greatly impeded 
by the unsteadiness of the air at most of the 
existing observatories. A series of telescopes 
of the largest size (including four of the six 
largest telescopes of the Lick, Pulkowa, 
United States Naval and MeCormick ObDserva- 
tories) have been successfully made by the 
firm of Alvin Clark &Sons. But one member 
of the firin now survives, Mr. Alvin G. Clark, 
and he expresses a doubt whether he would 
be ready to undertake the construction of 
more than one large telescope in the future. 
The glass is obtained with dificulty and often 
only after a delay of years. Apair of discs 
of excellent glass, sultable for a telescope, 
having an aperture of forty luches, has been 
cast, and can now probably be purchased at 
$16.000. The expense of grinding and moula- 
ing would be $92,000, a suitable building 
would cost at least $40,000. If the sum of 
$200,000 could be provided, it would permit 
the construction of this telescope, 
its erection in Peru and the 
means of keeping at work for several years. 
subsequently the other funds of this observa- 
tory would secure its permanent employ- 
ment. Since a station is already established 
by this observatory in Peru, a great saving 
could be effected in supervision and similar 
expenses whici: would otherwise rendera 
much larger outlay necessary. An opportu- 
nity is thus offeredto a donvr to have his 
name perimaently attached toa refracting tel- 
escope which, besides being the largest in the 
world, would be more favorably situated than 
most any other and would havea field of 
work comparatively new. The numerous 
gifts to this observatory by residents of Bos- 
ton and its vicinity prevent the request fora 
general subscription; but it is believed that If 
the matter is properly presented, some 
wealthy person may be found who would 
gladly make the requisite gift, in view of the ° 
strong provability that ft will lead to a great 
advance in our knowledge of the heavenly 
bodies.

The vessel lumped along on her course for 
fully a minute and when she had covered 500 
yards and after being shaken from stem to 
stern, the eruption ceased and she sailed 
smoothly on. The mate at the wheel de- 
scribed the spokes as so many electric bat- 
teries from which strong shocks tingle 
through his body till he could hardly keep his 
position.

WEBSTER’S ONE CHANCE, 


Grounds on Which Rest a Plea of Self- 
Defense. 

NEw YorK, Sept. 26.—All that stands be- 
tween Burton C. Webster and the electric 
chair is a broken cuspidor, Around its 
broken pieces hangs all the interest in the 
Webster-Goodwin trial now being heard by a 


jury before Judge Ingraham in the Court 
of Oyer and ‘iterminer. If Charles E. 
Goodwin threw that cuspidore at Webster 
in the Percival apartment house on the even- 
ing of Aug. 2, 1891, then Webster is pre- 
sumed to have shot Goodwin in self- 
defense. If he did not throw it 
then Webster is presumed to have 
picked a quarrel with Goodwin, incited 
thereto by his common-law wife, Evelyn 
Granville, and to have committed murder. 
Yesterday wasthe first day of the second 
trial. The testimony was the sameas atthe 
revious trial, except that Mrs. 
Vebster admitted that she had 
not seen the cuspidor thrown 
by Goodwig, though he said he had atthe 
former trial. Webster himself was on the 
stand at the night session and toldin his 
dramatic way the facts of the shooting. If 
the trialof Webster lasts much longer itis 
more than probable, his friends said this 
morning, that the accused man will 
not need the verdict ofany earthly tribunal. 
That he is on the verge of collapse can easily 
be detected by the most casual observer. It 
is over a year since the crime occurred 
and during that time Webster has 
been trotted back and forth between the 
Tombs prison and the General Sessions and 
Oyer and Terminer Court-rooms often pnough 
to Weara path, When Webster entered the 
stuffy court-room this morning,shortly before 
10 o’clock, his face was as white as acaila 
lily, his legs tottered,and his efforts toappear 
composed were pitiful. It was difficult to 
realize that the weak, miserable figure at the 
bar was that of the bookmaker whoge reso- 
nant voice rang out the odds on half the big 
race courses in the country until 
within the last few months. This 
morning’s session of the trial only lasted 
thirty three minutes.

French 
said that he had seen Webster and Goodwin 
talking together three days before the shoot- 
ing in the corridor at the Perciva) flats.
